Richmond, Ky., Feb. 27— Circuit 
Court and the grand Jury adjourned 
here Unlay, concluding the February 
term Aa a result of the strong In- 
structions of Judge James M. Hen 
ton at the convening of court on 
the gambling situation which lie 
ordered probed to the bottom. In- 
dictmenta returned were: 12s for 
gaming, eight fbr suffering gaming, 
three for false swearing over gaming, 
two for avoiding proceas of the court, 
four for housebreaking, eight for 
malicious shooting and cutting and 
one for contempt of court, making a 
total of 172 Indictments returned. 

There were only sixty-five per- 
sens Indicted for gambling, but some 
of them had as many ax eight cases 
against them. About twenty of thoxe 
sixty-five. It Is understood, are resi- 
dents of this city and about ten who 
who came Into the town and took 
occasion to have a game before leav- 
ing, and the remaining thirty-five 
live In Berea and other localities 
throughout the county.

Ing evangelist who will begin meetings 
In Berea next week, Is of New Eug- 
land ancestry, his people having come 
over In the Mayflower. At an early 
age he entered Yule College, from 
which he waa graduated at twenty. 
He entered the ministry and became 
pastor at (lat retsv l!le. Ohio. Krom 
there he went to Minneapolis where 
he was In charge of a reccue mis- 
sion for a number of years. 

In looking for a man to tak<- charge 
of the Bible Institute about to be 
organized In Chicago D Ij. Moody 
Invited Mr. Torrey to come and look 
over the situation. In 1H89 he wax 
a ke.1 to becon,.. Superintendent 
which position ho holds today though 
he la not In active service In the 
school. He became pabtor of Mr. 
Moody's Church In IVJ4 and continued 
In that capacity until he wax called 
to evaugellstlc work by a company 
who came from Australia with an 
urgent request from the people vt 
that country. H« called as his help 
er Mr Charles M. Alexander, whom 
the people of Berea know. They have 
made ceveral trips abroad vMiing 
Bewail, Australia, .Irpaii. China. 
India, Scotland, Irelar-d and Wale* 

To Dr. Torrey more than any one 
el • Is due the starting of the great 
movement which resulted in the 
Welsh revival. More recently l»r 
Tcrrey haa visited Dos Angeles, Cal . 
where a great awakening occur..!, 
and then to Sc ronton. Pa . where It 
|a rvirorlod that L*.4<K.i p'-ople professed 
conversion. He la now In Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, where all the city 
. hunhes have united for a great re- 
vival ui< . ting 

A TORREY SERMON 

"He that wlnneth souls |s wise."— 
Prov xl. SO. 

If I waa to go up and down the 
streets of Birmingham and ask the 
different men and women whom I 
net. -Whom do you regard as the 
wlxe man?" I would gel a great vari- 
ety of answers. • • 1 

But when I turn away from men 
with all these diicordant answers ami 
look up to Ood and say. Heavenly 
Father, whom dost Thou regard as 
the wlue men." there comes thunder- 
ing down from yonder throne of eter- 
nal light this auawer. "He that wlnn- 
eth souls U wise." Not he that wins 
money, pot he that wins polltlclal 
distinctions and honour and position, 
not he that wins renown In the field 
of battle, not he that wins most s|>ort 
and amusement In life, but he that 
wins the most men and women to a 
saving knowledge of Jesus Christ, he 
In the wise man. 

Men and women, in the eyes of 
God the wise man Is the man that 
makes soul-w Inning the business of 
hlr life, and my main proposition this 
afternoon Is thta. that every follower 
of Jeaua Christ should make the winii 
Inr. of other* to Christ the business 
of his life. I know that some of you 
aay. "1 don't believe that; I believe 
that the statement Is altogether too 
atrong." I am going to give you this 
afternoon six unanswerable reasons 
why Boul-wint.lng should be the busi- 
ness of the llfo on the part of every 
follower of Jesus Christ. 

First of all. soul-wlnnlng should be 
the business of life with every Christ- 
ian because that Is the work that 
Jesus Christ has commended us to 
do. When the l»rd Jesus Christ left 
this earth. Ho left His marching or- 
ders to the Church. You will find 
them In Matt, xxvlll. 19. "Go ye In- 
to all the world and make disciples 
of all the nations." That command- 
ment was not merely for the first 
twelve disciples; It was for every fol- 
lower of Jesus Christ In every age of 
the Church's history. If you will 
take the book of Acts you will see 
very plainly that In the early Church 
every Christian considered that the 
great commlcsion to make disciples, 
to win souls, was for himself.

TIME FOR A PROTEST. 

For a go.xl many years now there have In-en three men who have 
had wore power than all the rest of the I nited States Congress. 
The*e three men, by their brains, their cruelty, their disregard of 
moral obligations, aud the feat which they have inspired in the men 
they deal with, have bad absolute control of all national laws. Their 
friends have been safe— Ibeir enemies have been punished They 
have not asked whether a law wan wanted by the people— they have 
not asked whether it would be good for the people. They have 
made laws to suit their own sweet whim, and the "business interests" 
with which they were identified. They have opjxmed almost every re- 
form law they have refused many of the things thai the people 
have demanded. It matters not that they have, in some ways, honest- 
ly believed that they were right and the people wrong — the fact re 
mains that they have disregarded what they knew was the people's 

These three men are Joseph O. Cannon, Sereno K. Payne and John 
Dalzell. They Bre not chosen by the |>eople of the I'nited States— on- 
ly by three very small group* of people. One of them was yearn ago 
entrusted with special power by Congress. Ix-cause. under the great 
press of business which has grown up w ith the grow th of the country 
it was ueoeaaary to give some one power to make Congress hurry up, 
That power was, by a special set of rules, entrusted to the speaker — 
Cannon. And he has abused that power. He can prevent any man 
from getting a bill thru Congress— thus he forces members cf Con 
gress to obey him, unless they sre willing to go back aud face their 
constituents with a record of having accomplished nothing for the dis- 
trict, lu this way he has kept himself in |K>wer, thru fear. Those 
that have disol>eyed him have Is-eu punished— they have had to go to 
their electors with u record of no bills passed, and most of them have 
stayed home after that He found the power larger than he could 
mauage alone so he has given part of it to Payne and Dalzell. Those 
three rule Congress, and they are more powerful than all the rest. 
They can even prevent any other Congressman from ever ls»ing able 
to speak a wotd on the floor of the House ami not a single bill goes 
thru except by their kind |h»i -mission. 

These men may mean right tint that is not the way of doing 
things iu which we l>elievn in this country. Naturally they like it for it 
give* them all the t>o\ver and their districts like it, for those districts 
get all the best of things. But the rest of the country suffers, and the 
rest of (lie eoutitrv has absolutely no voice in what laws shall ke 
passed. It is time ilo- should be stopped. 

Aud the time has come when there is at last a chanoe to stop this 
tin republican proceeding There are almost enough congressmen 
who are against Cannon's system- not against the man but in favor 
of making him give the rest of the country a hearing there are almost 
euough of such Congressmen to win. Another vote or two will make 
the difference, and if those votes can be won before March IT), when 
the new Congress meets we shall have represenative government again. 

F.very voter has some influence with his Congressman, each 
Congiessinan may help the gisitl work and so every man w ith a vote 
has the power to help this fight for fair play. A letter to the Con- 
gressman, whoever he is, and of which ever party, will h< \p a lot, for 
each such letter will make it harder for the Congressman to vote against 
the will of the people. The Congressman is going to do what he 
thinks is the safest for him. If he thii ks Cannon is more dangerous 
than his constituents, he will oltey Cannon. If he thinks the voters 
are awake and demand that he do his duty, he will obey them. 
Fxery patriotic voter ought right now to help make his Congressman 
know that the voters are wide awake, and tired of the \ 
rule Write to day.

IT RAINED BOMB:— The big lain 
which came al< 
to 

one of the worst that has oyer 
been seen here The details, as they 
come in, show that the amount of 
water that fell was very unusual, 
and the damage done was great. 
During 24 hours, according to the 
Lexington weather bureau, enough 
water fell to make a covering three 
and four tenths Inches deep all over 
the state. This waa 81.000 gallons or 
&ib tons an acre. Figure how much 
water fell on your farm. All the 
streams were greatly swollen and 
In many places bridges were washed 
out, railroads were tied up and 
vast damage done. Naturally, there 
a big business In t 
the rivers. 
Is known to have been caused by 
the rafting— that of Will Creech, son 
of Joe Creech, of Island City, Ows- 
ley County. He was ground to death 
between a raft and a tree which lay 
across the stream. The other men on 
the raft Jumped over the tree. South 
of here there was more 
In Tennessee thirteen 
killed. Great damage waa done by 
the flood along the Ohio river, the 
tide being one of the- worst In years. 

MURDER CHARGE: — Four brother 
Sherman. Nathan, Zach, and Pearl 
Ulanton. of Harlan County have been 
taken to the London jail, charged 
with murdering Richard Blanton In 
Harlan County on Feb. 3. 

PRESS MUST BE FREE : — Gover- 
nor Willson, In pardoning the Ix>uis- 
vllle Herald on a conviction of libel 
found because of some of Its remarks 
on Judge Thomas B. Cook, declar- 
ed la-st week that Ihe freedom of the 
press Is of the greatest Imjiortance 
and that the circumstances did 
not justify limiting it so that it 
could not give the people the needed 
Information about public affairs. 

AFTER IMPURE SEEDS — Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Rankin has Is- 
sued a letter to the farmers of the 
state asking them to co-operate with 
him iu stamping out the sale cf 
adulterated seed. He asks all to 
send him samples of the seeds they 
buy, and he will have them analyz- 
ed, so that farmers can he sure and 
not plant weed seeds. 

SHOOTS WIFE:— There was gnat 
excitement at the Brush Creek sta- 
tion on the U & N. a little south of 
Berea last Saturday when John Drew 
a prosperous farmer ran Into the 
crowd there and shot his wife She 
was about to start on a trip lo 
her mother's In Wisconsin and he 
did not wish her to go. 

GETS 99 YEARS: — Mrs. Amelia 
Allen was sentenced last week at 
Jackson, Breathitt, to ninety-nine 
years In the penitentiary for the kill- 
ing of Mrs. Fannie Tutt. 

SCHOOLS DO BETTER:— The last 
year has been a fine one for the 
s-hools of Kentucky, according to 
reports which are being made to State 
Superintendent Crabbe. He says 
there was an Increase of nearly fif- 
teen per cent In attendance. 

W. R. DAY CONVICTED: — Walter 
R. Day State Treasurer in the Tay- 
lor administration was convicted last 
week in Jackson, Breathitt of forg- 
ing the name of hjs uncle to a 
$4,000 note, and was sentenced to 
one year. He will appeal the case. 

BEACH HARGIS AGAIN:— Beach 
Hargis, the famous, has been taken 
by bis bondsmen to Irvine and turn- 
ed over to the authorities there to 
hold till his next trie! He was arrest- 
ed after a four days spree. In which 
he Is alleged to have tried to kill 
his cousin.

All Ready for Insugurabon of Taft- 
Rushing Work st Last of 
—President Roosevelt Win- 
ning Flni

The 4th of Mareh.-Inaugyratlon 
Day, -the farewell to Roosevelt and 
to Taft,— these are the 
ra overshadowing all 
>lae la the Capitol City now. The 
grand vista of Pennsylvania Avenue 
Is already a mass of color with the 
flags and decorations for Thursday. 
Mr. Tafl is back In town waiting for 
.he day, and Preaideut Roosevelt Is 
working farewell Cabinet meetings, 
arewell messages, and farewell sen- 
sations for every ounce of sentiment 
tossible. The big Taft automobiles 
have already become a feature of 
he Washington streets. They sre 
huge affairs, luxuriously finished, slx- 
cyltnder, is horse isiwer, and emblaz- 
oned with the crest of the United 
Slates of America. The writer yes- 
terday saw Mr. Taft narrowly escape 
running down a couple of well drexs- 
tt \ >ung ladles iu one of them. The 
girls were fluttered and almost pleas- 
ed at the adventure, and Mr. Taft 
from the back seat of the big touneau 
ave them one of the famous "Taft 
.miles," 

Aside from the coming change if 
administration the chief feature re- 
cently has been the rapid and appar- 
ently reckless jwissage of the great 
appropriation hills by Congress in 
he last days of Its session. When 
one billion dollars Is spent without 
heed by Congress in one of Its 
"short sessions," there being no 
River and Harbor Bill and no Public 
Buildings Bill, and the deficit during 
the past seven months has already 
passed a hundred million, and will 
reach two hundred before summer, 
It would appear that a country which 
Is undergoing "hard times" might 
well call a halt on Its legislators. 
The present Congress has spent 
about two and a quarter billions In 
both sessions Unless there Is a 
change three billions will be spent 
within the next two years. At the 
same time the revenues are failing 
off steadily. It Is proposed to tax 
coffee, beer, bank checks, and busi- 
ness Incorporations. It Is also pro- 
posed to issue bonds and "shut" our 
extravaugance off onto our children 
of the coming generation. Undoubt- 
edly we will have to begin going Into 
debt for the Panama Canal. Instead of 
paying for It as we make It, which 
we have done up to this time. 

SAVES IM WRONG PLACE 
The exasperating thing is that in 
cases where Congress does try to 
save it seems always to select the 
wrong thing. It cannot raise the 
President's rlary $50,000, and yet Is 
giving $137,000,000 for battleships A 
single gun on one battleship If 
fired 25 times, wastes as much money 
as would provide for the Increase In 
the President's salary. Another strik- 
ing Instance la that of the various 
commissions appointed by the Presi- 
dent which have done so much good 
for the country during the past few 
years.— The National Conservation 
Commission, The Chemist' Commis- 
sion, The Fine Arts Council, and the 
like. $100,000 would easily cover the 

j expenses of continuing these bodies. 

! but Chairman Tawney of the Appro- 
priations Committee fought like s 
desperate man to prevent the grant- 
ing of It yesterday. Yet the creek 
which bears the name of "Delaware 
River" Is going to be dredged to a 
depth of thirty feet to allow ocean 
vessels to go farther up It. at a 
cost of millions of dollars, simply be- 
cause J. Hampton Moore, the Rep- 
resentative who wants this done, 
happens to have wormed his way Into 
Uncle Joe's good graces.

N ITS effort to stop the appalling 
loss of life In the roal mines of 
the country, the United 
government la meeting with 
much success. For several 
months an experiment station, 
under the direction of the tech- 
nologic branch of the United 
States geological survey, has 
been in operation at Pittsburg. Pa., with the pur- 
pose of discoTcrlng the causes of mine disasters 
and enggeetlng a remedy. 

Along with establishment of this station und 
the agitation which preceded the necessary legis 
hit Ion, there has been a falling off in the number 
of deaths in the coal mines for the year 1908. and 
while the official figures have not yet been ob- 
tained, it la stated that the number of deaths 
will be several hundred 
was an unusnal year

This is a 
large glass encased, air tight room which 
rntitalus difficult passages such as are 
found In coal mines. There aro also 
various obstructions similar to what 
would be found In a mine after It bad 
been wrecked by an eiploslon; also dum- 
mies weighing 150 to 200 pound", rep- 
resenting asphyxiated miners. This room 
• s filled with dead!) gas nnd a reecne 
•orr* of men who are being trained In 
.he work enter dally, clad In heliums 
which supply them with oxygen while 
they work. The men remain In thU 
chamber for two hours, removing ob- 
structions, picking up the dummies, plac- 
ing them on stretchers and carrying 
them avrav There Is also la Hie room 
a machine which records the amount of 
work a man may b« expected to do while 
wearing one of these helmets. Ono-half 
of the large building In which this rescue 
room is located Is used as an auditorium

During 190*. there were but two acci- 
dents in which the loss of life was 
very henry ; one in January at the 
llatma mine. In Wyoming, wkh a loss 
of TO men; the other, November 18, 
at the Martanna mine in Pennsylvania, 
which resulted In 154 deaths. 

Already at the experiment 
two discoveries have boon 
which will tend to decrease the num ' 
bcr of deaths In the mines. It ba 
been demonstrated that a number oi 
tho so-called "safety" explosives are 
but safe. In fact tho state- 
is made that with the present 
.xploslvc«s Ml In mining, the miner 
life In his huud every time he touches off a fuse. 
It Is the purpose of tin- government to continue 
these nperlmenta until the explosives of the 
country are standardized in such a mnnner thnt 
the miner will have a definite Idea what these •»■ 
plosive* wlfl do. 

After rhe government has gone far enonph in 
Its experiments, a bulletin will bo issued recom- 
mending as permissible explosives such as stand 
the teat. The facts learned concerning theso ex- 
plosives win be called directly to the attention 
of tho state mining bureaus as well as the oper- 
ators. 

Perhaps tbo most important and far-reaching 
• -xperlroents so far at the station are those in 
which it has been definitely shown that coal dust 
is an explosive equally as dangerous as the dead 
ly fire damp. This has been a mooted question 
among mining engineers and miners alike, both 
Insisting that it Is Impossible to explode coal dc.st 
unless tfcara Is gas present. That the coal dnst 
will explode In the miuo where there Is no gas 
has been repeatedly shown to several hundred 
operators and miners at the testing station. The 
npmto gl the btutlon are now bending Vtolr en 




•>osPlble. The tests of various dynamites and 
powders used In blasting coal are being made In 
a mammoth boiler plate cylinder which has pre- 
viously been filled with gas or coal dlst. The cyl- 
inder is 100 feet long and six feet In diameter. 
Safety valves have been placed all aloug the top 
and are left unfastened In such a manner that 
whenever there Is an explosion the valves fly 
open on their binges. A series of portholes on the 
side, covered with one-half Inch glass, enables 
those conducting the experiments to witness the 
results from nu observation house 60 feet away. 
An explosive mixture of Are damp and air. or coal 
dust and air. Is pumped Into the cylinder and the 
explosive which Is to be tested Is shot Into It from 
one end of the cylinder, so that the flame goes 
right into the fire damp or coal dust Natural 
gas is nsed at this station for Ore damp, because 
It corresponds very c!o»ely to this deadly gas 
The cannon in which the explosive* are plHced 
is fired by electricity from the observation house 
which Is parallel with the cylinder Itself. 

These Investigations are expected to accom- 
plish a double purpose; not only a reduction In 
(he number of men killed In the mines, but also 
a sivlDc Of tho waste In mining coal. The use 



om-rators have watched the rescue drill 
through the large glass windows which 
separate the auditorium from the gas 
filled chnmlser. Although there has 
been but little opportunity so far for 
the rescne corps to demonstrate Its ef- 
ficiency at the mines, still It has done 
some good work 

One* the helmeted men while fight- 
ing a mine fire succeeded In bringing 
an unconscious man to a place of safety, 
where ho was given oxygen treatment 
and recovered his sease* In a short 
time. 

It Is not the Intention of the United 
Plates government to furnish rescue 
corps whenever there Is a dlsastor. The 
present corps was orgsnlted with the 
Idea of encouraging the mine owners 
and miners themselves to form such organisations 
Invitations have been Issued to operators through- 
out the country to send picked men to the experi- 
ment station, where they may watch the govern- 
ment rescuers at work and later go through the 
same training themselves. In order that they may 
gnln the necessary confidence In the use of these 
helmets. Already a number of the large mining 
companies have taken advantage of this invitation 
and are organizing rescue corps at their mines, 
fully equipped with oxygen helmets. 

In 1907 more than 11,125 men were killed In the 
roal mines of the country — a death rate of 4 >B 
for every 1,000 men employed. This Is from three 
to four times as many men per thousand as are 
killed In any coal-producing country of Europe, 
where experimental stations such us the one In 
Pittsburg have been In operation lor several yeara

There are three professions In par 
tlruiur which are attracting the atten 
Hon of foreigner* in China," Bald Ur. 
tl. M. Perkins of Shanghai in a recent 
interview. Dr. Perklna ha* been in 
China over ten yeara and la In the Uni- 
ted State* on a visit to friend* and 
relatives. 

"Thoae three professions are law, 
medicine and dentistry. The Chinese 
people have had all three for age*, but 
their practice ha* been different from 
that In other lands, and it will be soma 
time before Chinese competition in any 
of them will be felt except through 
foreign training and as u result of the 
effort* of foreigner*. 

"Chinese medical men bav* not been 
In very good standing among their 
own people for many y*ara. 

"Chinese dentist* ba-o oone more 
than their fellows In the medical line, 
and. all thing* considered, Chinese 
dentistry, while It cannot compare 
with modern dentistry as practiced In 
America and Europe, especially in the 
former, I* far above what might havo 
been expected. 

"There are no requirement* for ad- 
mission to the bar In China, for the 
reason that there is no bar. Kach 
consular court ha* It* rules for admis- 
sion, and when an attorney Is allowed 
to practice In one court It la taken as 
an international dlacrlnilnation If any 
other consular court doo* not extend 
llko courtesy. 

"There Is but a limited field for the 
law In China at best, and most of It is 
already occupied by men who are well 
established, whose business la pro- 
tected by the Intense conservatism of 
the dominant British. It can safely 
be said that there 1* little to encuur 
ago a youug man entering upon the 
practice of law in a Chinese port. 
Vulesa he la able to buy hi* way Into 
an old established firm his struggle 
for business Is fully as keen aa It 
would have been at home, and he ha* 
neither the Held to work In nor the re- 
striction* to guide him and protect 
him from mistakes as he bus at home."

The Occasion of the Peace was the 
trouble that fell upon the Jews In a 
conflict with the Roman authorities 
They were so occupied with their own 
affairs that they had no time to perse- 
cute the Christians. 

Growth by Multiplication. — The re- 
sult of this dally life showed Itself In 
their rapid Increase; they "were multi- 
plied." There are two ways to be 
multiplied — In numbers, und in qual- 
ity and value. Tho disciple* rapidly 
increased In numbers, and the aggre- 
gate of churches was greatly enlarged. 
Then each addition of zeal, of knowl- 
edge, of wisdom, of virtue, of spirit- 
uality, multiplies the value of each 
disciple and of the church. Every ad- 
ditional gift or virtue or talent In a 
man is not merely so much added to 
him, but Is a multiplier, for it In- 
creases the value of each and every 
other gift. Add capital. to labor, and 
both are multiplied. Add common 
senr.e to genius, and tbe man Is multi- 
plied many fold. Add to these conse- 
cration, seal, grace, and love, and you 
multiply him many fold more. One 
note Is a sound; add a score or two 
more and you have an anthem. One 
color, no matter how beautiful. Is mo- 
notonous; add other colors and you 
have a cathedral window. 

V. 32. "Peter passed throughout all 
quarters " Peter's first home mission- 
ary work was In connection with John 
in Samaria (Acta 8). They both re- 
turned to Jerusalem preaching In the 
village of Samaria on the way.

College Is not a money-making Institution. All the 
celved from students Is paid out for their benefit, and the 8chool 
<m an average upon each student about fifty dollars a year more than he paj» 
In. This great deficit Is made up by the gifts of Christian and patriotic peopl* 
who are supporting Berea In order that It may train young men and women 
for lives of usefulness. 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to protect 

the character and reputation of the young people. Our students come from 
the beat families and are earnest to do well and Improve. For any who may 
be sick the College provides doctor and nurse without extra charge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live In College butldlngs, and 
assist in work of boarding hall, farm and shops, receiving valuable train- 
ing, and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Except In win- 
ter it is expected that all will have a chance to earn aa much as 35 cents 
i week. Some who need to earn more may, by writing to the Secretary 
before coming, secure extra employment so aa to earn from 60 cent* to 
one dollar a week. 

PERSONAL EXPEN8ES for clothing, laundry, iiostage, hooka, etc vary 
with different people. Berea favors plain clothing. Our climate 1* the be**, 
but as students must attend classes regardless of the weather, warm wnkp* 
and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes, are necessary. The Co-opera- 
tive Store furnishes books, toilet articles, work uniforms, umbrellas and 
other necessary article* at cost 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no rent 
for the fine buildings in which students live, charging only enough room 
rent to pay for cleaning, lepalrs, fuel, lights, and washing of bedding 
and towels. For table board, wlthaut coffee or extras, $1.35 a week la 
the fall, and $1.50 tn winter. For room, furnished, fuel, light*, wash 
Ing of bedding, 40 cents a week In fall and spring, r>0 cents In winter. 

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a "Dollar Deposit," 

return of room key, library books, etc. This is paid butt 
when the student departs. 

Second an "Incidental Fes" to help on expense* for care of school build- 
ings, hospital library, etc. (Students pay nothing for tuition or service* ol 
teachers — all our Instruction is a free gift).

On Incidental Fee, when one leav ea before the middle of tbe term, a 
certificate Is given allowing a student to apply one-half the tea tor term bUla 
when he returns, provided it is within four term*.

The national movement for more 
beautiful and orderly towns and cities 
has been growing remarkably since 
the Chicago world's fair pointed the 
way to better things, To-day art com- 
missions e\lst In doxena of commun- 
Itlea and are carefully working out 
local problems with the idea of some 
day removing the stigma or ugliness 
and Inconvenience which foreigners 
have Impartially placed, though they 
are ready to admit It Is well deserved. 

Put the communities have till now 
had to go It alone In the matter of 
beautlfication. Tho federal govern- 
ment, which with the great amount 
and monumental character of Its build- 
ings might naturally be expocted to 
lead the way. has been of very little 
help Indeed During It* exigence 11 
has spent $500,000,000 In buildings, 
and a great part of that within twen- 
ty years. The record 1* filled with 
costly and monumental blunder*. It I* 
doubtful tr any country In M story ha* 
■o amazingly childish an accounting 
Dt extravagant stupidity In »• building 
operations. Yet practically the only 
check on further mlstakea till now has 
been the architectural office of the 
treasury department, which, by the 
good sense of a single appointee, has 
In very recent years raised the stand 
ard of appearance and usefulnea* of 
the new post offices to something like 
real excellence. 

And now comes an Important *tep. 
President Roosevelt ha* appointed a 
council of fine arts, consisting of 24 
architects, four painters, four aculptora 
anJ a landacape architect, all men of 
the highest standing. In making the 
appointments he Issued an executive 
order directing that "before any plan* 
a • formulated for any building* or 
ground* or for the 'oration or erection 
of any atatue. the matter muat be 
■ubmltted to the council I have named 
and their advice followed, unless for 
good and sufficient reasons the presi- 
dent directs that It be not followed. 
The supervising architect of the treas- 
ury will act as the executive officer 
for carrying out the recommendation* 
of the council." 

At the same time Senator Newlands 
of Nevada Introduced a bill in th* up- 
per house legalising the council aa an 
advisory board and making tho office 
of supervising architect of the treas- 
ury a bureau of fine arts, to superin- 
tend all matters relating to the con- 
struction and placing of federal build- 
ing* of all department* and all ques- 
tions of their decoration and furnish- 
ing, the purchase or acceptance of 
paintings or sculpture, and the pur- 
chase and planning of public parka 
coming under federal authority, all 
with th advice of the "council of 
thirty," as It baa been nicknamed. 

In the meantime the house, ss a 
counter move, led by Speak-' Cannon, 
la trying to pass what Is known as 
the McCall bill. Tbla bill makes an 
appropriation or $3,600,000 to buy 36 
acre* or land between the caplto) and 
the new Union station, ant providea 
anotb.r $1,000,000 to build thereon a 
memorial to Lincoln The alte Is gen- 
erally regarded a* most unsuitable to 
the purpose, and arcbltecta and artists 
are almost, II not wholly, unanimous 
In condemning It. President Roosevelt 
especially requested that the newly- 
appointed council take the matter up 
at once. 

Moat or lta members are on record 
a* ravoring a very different alte. The 
whole question of the arrangement of 
Washington has boen worked out In 
great detail, and what Is known as 
the Ilurnham plan, based on the plan* 
made by MaJ. L'Enfant under the su- 
pervision or President Washington. 1* 
accepted by experta as the last word 
on the subject. Its fulfillment would 
undoubtedly make Washington the 
moat beautiful city in the world. 

This plan Included a great mall from 
the capital to the river, with the 
Washington monument in the center, 
forming an axis for a cross mall or 
park terminating at one end In the 
White House and at the other In an- 
other great monument still to be built. 
The main mall would ten.it iate at the 
liver lu the Lincoln Memorial. lor 
which a beautiful sketch design was 
made, snd In a memorial bridge across 
to Arlington, 
the river shore. 

This site the 
owns and the Influence of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architect* and sym 
pathetic bodies so far ha* 
clent to keep new building 
within the plan, though congress was 
at one time very close to giving the 
Pennsylvania railroad a groat terminal 
alts In the very center of the proposed 
mall, hair way between th* Washington 
monument and the capltol, a calarilty 
that was only averted, be It said, by 



the public spirit and generosity ot thi 
late Mr Cnssatt, president or the road 
At another time the department of 
agriculture s new building wan deilmrd 
to be placed In the center of th* Mali, 
though better sites adjoined It. 

The Union station was finally placad 
on Capitol hill, about a quarter of a 
mile to one aide of the capltol and a 
little back of It* tran*ver«e axis. Be- 
tween the station and the capltol 
there I* a broad, straight avenue. *o 
that the visitor'* first sight of the city 
Is a clear and Imposing view cf the 
gray pile with Its magnificent dome. 
The Capltol square reaches half way 
to the ataUon. and two or the aub- 
aldlary bulldlnga are erected aloug It* 
boundary. The aenate coa mitten 
building la toward the station The 
proposed site ror the Lincoln memorial 
Is beyond this building toward the sta- 
tion, and It I* very obvlou* trat. being 
thus near the station. It would not add 
In any way to the beauty or majesty 
or the capltol or the capltol group, 
would not In ract be a part or It. and 
would obstruct the view or the capltol 
and thus rather tend to detract rrom It 

On the other hand. It would be a 
truly magnificent decoration for the 
railroad station, a* all admit, but sent! 
ment is decidedly against using a 
great national memorial to such a 
man as Abraham Lincoln for any such 
purpose, nor Is the station so unlove 
ly as to need hiding In this fa*hloa 
A proposal to place the smaller Colum 
bus monument at the .tatlon has. how 
ever, met with popular acquiescence. 

Such Is the situation. On the one 
hand I* the atation alte. championed 
by Speaker Cannon, and on the other 
a *lte chosen by the ramous Washing 
ton park commission, and which will 
unquestionably be approved by the 
"council or thirty," as It has been by 
practically every architect of note In 
the country.

FIENDISH CRIMES 



Says He Murdered Misa Rosen- 
Planned the Deed While He 
Was In Priaon. 

De* Molnea. la, March 1.— John 
Junken the negro who confessed thai 
cu February , r . he murdered Clara Ko» 
en at Ottuuiwa, was brought to Dei 
Moines Sunday morning from tht 
county Jail at Albla. The alayer was 
lecked up here for safekeeping, at 
reeling runs high lu Ottuniwu. the 
scene or five brutal murders or women 
by negroes, 

Junken, In a confession here Sunday 
declared he had deliberately planned 
to commit the deeO at Ottumwa while 
he was still an Inmate of the Madison 
penitentiary, serving time for rob bins 
and beating n woman. It was his boast 
that he would again "do the trick" II 
given a chance. He boasted of bit 
ability to assault defenseless women 

The Infcrtrru ion came lu a lettci 
from Albert Evans, a Missouri negro, 
who was a cellmate with Junken al 
Fort .Madison. 

"Junken I* guilty of that dine," 
wiitrs the negro Fvans. "He planned 
It while still In tho penitentiary, and 
when he left I knew It waa bis Inten 
tlon to pull off the stunt aa Boon a* 
he had an opi>ortunlty." 

Kvana' statement 1* given more 
weight on account of th* fact that 
Junken killed Miss Rosen Just a few 
days after he bad been liberated from 
Fort Madison prison. He was re- 
leased January 13. 

Junkep plan* to stand trial, and has 
tnndo a request that Attorney Joe 
Brown, one ol th* beet known 
lawyer* In the state, bo sent I 
for consultation. 

"I wa» full of dope. I tell you— chuck 
full of It!" he moaned a* he 
about on hi* narrow bunk In the 
He told the *herlff he had been chew 
Ing cocaine, but on the way to D** 
Molnea he aald ha had been editing 
opium. 

Albert Kvana will be brought up 
from Missouri If necessary, and the 
letter Introduced, together with his 
•worn statement*. 

Slnco his Incarceration in the 
ty Jail hire Junken ha* remained In 
hi* bunk, weeping almost all of the 
t'rr.e. Nothing satisfactory •• to what 
prompted blra to murder Mis* Roaen. 
who, ho clalma. he attacked with tlie 
sole purpose of robbery, could be gain 
i d from him. 

Junken received hJa first big scare 
when tho Ottumwa mob visited the 
Albla Jail. The fear that b* would be 
lynched so preyed upon hi in that he 
would not stay alone, and desired the 
sheriff or a guard to be constantly tt 
hla tide. 

Th* coming of the mob to Albla I* 
responsible for Junken'* confession. 
He began Friday to make bis admis- 
sion, and at that time Implicated 
Weaver, another Ottumwa negro. In 
the affair, and sought to place all 
blame on blm. But prior to this time 
he had conressed his guilt to another 
negro of the Albla Jail.

RUSSIANS FEAR BALKAN WAR 

DUMA LEADERS BELIEVE CON. 
FLICT INEVITABLE 



France Is Uneasy Over the Situation, 
But English Government Is Not So 
Apprehensive of Danger. 

8t. Petersburg — The pessimism with 
regard to the Balkan crisis Is steadily 
deepening In diplomatic circles, where 
It Is believed that Austrian action 
against Servla may be expected within 
a fortnight unless a solution to the 
present grave problem Is soon ar- 
ranged. 

Foreign office officials state that 
Russia Is not disposed to consider an 
Invasion of Servla, alone as a casus 
belli, but there Is fear that the gov- 
ernment's hand may be forced under 
such circumstances by |>opular feeling. 
The beginning of hostilities would 
throw thousands of Russian volun- 
teers Into the Servlnn ranks. 

Tho duma leaders, who visited the 
foreign office Wednesday expressed 
themselves as convinced that war Is 
Inevitable. Information received from 
Kiev Indicates thst no military meas- 
ures have yet been undertaken on the 
southwestern frontier, but all appli- 
cations of officers for leave of abaence 
have been refused and the Kiev de- 
partment Is ready for Instant mobil- 
ization. 

The Novo* Vremya publishes a spir- 
ited reply to what It describes sa Aus 
trlan and German "threats." 

Tarls— The attitude assumed by 
Austria Hungary and Russia In the 
dlfflcultv between the former power 
and Servla Is creating considerable 
uneasiness here. France Is anxious 
to play the role of pacifier, but Ger- 
many having declined the French, 
British and Italian overtures for Inter- 
vention at Vienna and suggested In- 
stead Intervention nt Belgrade, the 
French government has derided. In 
view of the attitude of Russia, to 
Initiate no new action except with the 
complete gff lS W l „f Russia and 
Great Britain 

Ixmdon — The British government Is 
not so apprehensive regarding the situ- 
ation In the Balkans as are some of 
the other governments of Kurope, 
Judging from the Indications In dls- 
pairhes received here from various 
continental capitals. The foreign of- 
fice, of course, recognizes that an un- 
due prolongation of the tension be- 
tween Austria-Hungary snd Servla Is 
dnngerous, but It Is hopeful of an 
early relaxation In the situation. So 
far ns Is known officially here, Ger- 
many has not declined to participate 
In a Joint action, and negotiations still 
nre going on with the view of a prof- 
fer of good offices.
